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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claim amendments introduce the phrase "wherein the knockout bacteria more efficiently produce 
1,3-propanediol and 3-hydroxypropionic acid compared to L. reuteri that do not lack glycerol dehydrogenase" This is new matter. This 
phrase was not present in the originally filed claims or the specification. 

Amendments to claim 1 1 have introduced limitations that were not previously examined together in the same claim. They would required 
new consideration and possibly a new search. 

In addition, the applicant has introduced new claims 26-34, which contain limitations which have not been examined together. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments seem to be directed to 
the amended claims. Since the proposed amendments were not entered, the applicant's arguments are moot. Therefore, all claims remain 
rejected for the reasons of record.
